WASHINGTON, D.C. - 
Congressman Bob Mathias 
(R-18th Dist.) recently attended 
the White House signing of the 
Colorado River Basin bill, which 
was sponsored by Mathias and 
other California Congressmen, 
establishes a broad regional 
water supply program for the 
Colorado River basin and the 
Pacific southwest. 

In dry years, California will 
be guaranteed priority over 
Arizona in obtaining up to 4.4 
million acre feet per year. The 
Central Arizona project will now 
go ahead, but existing uses in the 
Lower Colorado basin will be 
filled ahead of the Project’s 
requirements. 

In recent years, the amount 
of water flowing down the 
Colorado has fallen badly below 
the projections made in the 
1930’s and ’40’s. A 1945 treaty 
between the United States and 
Mexico guarantees the Mexicans 
1.5 million acre feet per year. 
And the seven states along the 
River use more and more water 
every year.

Colorado River Basin Bill Brings 
Water Agreement After 46 Years 


the need for long term regional 
planning. The new legislation 
provides for such planning and 
will allow the seven Colorado 
River states to go ahead with 
water development programs. 

The legislation also sets up a 
program of investigations and 
studies to meet the needs of the 
Colorado basin when the 
presently available supply of 
water must be augmented. The 
bill does not include any new 
dams along the river. 

According to: Mathias, “This 
legislation is a real step forward. 
It will be the basis for 
cooperation among states, along 
the Colorado river, that will 
benefit everyone, and ends a 
46-year dispute over Colorado 
river water.”

|$295,000 Loan Approved For 


Construction Of Sewer System 
By Woodville Public Utility Dist. 


WOODVILLE - A $295,000 
loan to a group of 
approximately 270 rural families 
in Woodville to develop a sewer 
system has been approved for 
the Woodville Public Utility 
district by the Farmers Home 
administration, reports Oliver J. 
Duval, the agency’s state 
‘director. 

Woodville Public Utility 
district was organized in 1950 
and presently operates the 
community’s water system; 
president of the group is Stanley 
Williams. 

The loan from Farmers Home 
administration will enable the 
district to install a collection 
sewer which will consist of 
approximately five miles of 
pipeline, and a pump station for 
transfer of effluent, as well as 
a lagoon system with aeration 
equipment. The district has an 
option to purchase 30 acres on 
which to install the lagoons.

SACRAMENTO - Application 
forms for advance reservations 
for waterfowl hunting on 12 
state-operated areas, including 
the Wister unit at the east end of 
Salton sea, are available now 
wherever hunting licenses are 
sold, reports the Department of 
Fish and Game. 

Applications must be received 
at the DFG’s Sacramento office 
at least 10 days before the 
chosen hunting date. 

Full instructions are on the 
application forms, which are 
self-addressed by the DFG and 
require only a five-cent stamp. 

The successful applicants are 
determined entirely by the luck 
of the draw. The DFG notes that 
as long as an application is in at 
least 10 days before the chosen 
hunting date, it has an equal 
chance with all others of being 
drawn.
